YOKOHAMA. 
We have only two days later advices from this port, viz., to the 
24th July. The following items of news are from the Japun 
Mail and Japan Herald :— 


The Japanese Government has issued the following notifica- 
tion :—“ In order to prevent misconceptions it is to be notified 
universally throughout each local government. to all, down to the 
lowest, that the sale of land in.any part of Japan, even though 
it be private property, to a foreigner, and the pledging of land or 
title deeds in order to obtain money, aro acts which are strictly 
forbidden. Yokohama, Ist July, 1872.” Upon this, I1.M. Chargé 
@’Affaires remarks that he has acknowledged its receipt, but 
pointed out to the Japanese Government that it cannot he allowed 
in‘any way to prejudice any rights or privileges secured to Her 
Majesty's subjects under treaty engagements, and moreover that 
it cannot have a retrospective effect. 


A notification has been published in the Japan Nishin Shinjishi 
which will, says the Gazette, be read by the Japanese priesthood 
with pleasure. It appears that princes have been in the habit of 
borrowing largely from the Churoh. For instance, Shiba, we are 
told, has lent upwards of 200,000 rios to some of the old nobility. 
On the Government taking over the liabilities of the Princes it 
was expected that these claims would have been paid in common 
with others—but hitherto the Government has ignored them. 
Now, however, a more hopeful state of things appears, and Daijo- 
kuan has announced the intention of the Government to do the 
correct thing. 


The steamer Coila recently came to grief at Kobe in rather a 
novel way—running away with her engineers, who could not stop 
her, and bringing up on the beach. It was high water at the 
time, and it is supposed there will be some difficulty in getting 
her off, though it is not supposed her bottom is injured, as the 
sand is very soft. 
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A three days’ holiday has been recently held in Yedo, to com- 
memorate certain decisive engagements during the last civil war.

NAGASAKI. 


THE VISIT OF TH MIKADO. 
The Nagasaki Express gives the following aceount of the ars 


rival and reception of the Mikade, whe reached the port seme 
days before the date fixed for his visit :— 


On the afterncon of the 19th July, the piorceny arranged 
signal—the firing of two guns—announced that the vessels form- 
ing the Imperial squadron were in sight from the look-out stations 
on the hills, and this brought most of the residents on the bund 
to witness his landing. Ina few minutes afterwards the forerunner 
of the ficet, the gunboat Zezbo-kun, was to be seen rounding Taka- 
boco Point, a short distance in advance of the ironclad eorvette 
Rujo kan, bearing his Majesty’s flag, the latter being followed by 
the Vissin-kan, Mosun-kan, Yuko kan, the two latter being nearly 
abreast of each other, and the Teibo-kan, Unyo-kan bringing up 
in the rear. ‘The Takuba-kan and Kasuga-kan, which had ar- 
rived some two hours in advance of the squadron, took up the 
anchorage alongside the Hosho-kan, which had arrived the pre- 
vious day. §One of the two former vessels, the Hosho-kan and 
H.I.R.M. corvette Vetiaz, with yards manned, in conjunc- 
tion with the Government battery, fired a Royal salute 
as the ujo-kan steamed up the harbour to her anchorage. 
By this time several gigs, bearing the national ensign and con- 
taining the local officials, were being pulled towards the Imperial 
vessel, which was reached by them very shortly after she had 
anchored. With equal promptitude boats were also lowered by 
the several men-of-war just arrived, and no time was lost in 
getting those intended to form the landing procession into their 
assigned positions. It appeared to be the work of a few seconds 
only, and they were making towards the temporary landing-stage 
at Ohata, in the rear of Decima, which had been erected ex- 

ressly for the occasion. As his Majesty embarked on board his 

arge, the whole of the Japanese vessels, the Vetiaz and Monocacy, 
paid honours in the custom*ry manner by manning the yarde, 
and as each vessel was passed the sailors sent forth cheers. On 
the last war vessel being left behind, the Rujo-kan commenced 
another Royal salute, the number of guns fired in the aggregate 
being 210, and finished about the time the landing-stage was 
reached. ‘I'he appearance of the vessels, their saluting, and the 
landing arrangements, indicated that the officers and the crews of 
the vessels furming the fleet have attained considerable proficiency 
in their drill. 

Nagasaki with its festal drapery and improvements in its streets 
presented quite a different appearance to Nagasaki in its every- 
day costume. The crowds of holiday seekers dressed in their 
bright colours, which lend an air of gaiety to such occasions, 
were considerably swollen by the arrival of thousands of persons 
from the rural districts, all anxious to catch a glimpse of their 
sovereign, have caused this place to be like a gigantic fair. On 
the signal being fired, considerable excitement prevailed in the 
native town, where the people were to be seen coming from all 
directions towards the thoroughfares through which the 
procession intended to pass. The hatoba and its vici- 
nity were densely crowded with people, all anxious to get a 
view of what was going on. The day was a very warm 
one, but foreign spectators were numerous, although scattered 
about in various parts of the town. A very different scene took 
place to what usually occurs at places in Europe when visited by 
crowned heads. On such occasious a general outburst of popular 
feelings and other demonstrations are made, but none were made 
by the natives, who all squatted down on the ground as the guards 
formed and presented arms, as his Majesty passed them. The 
procession to the temporary residence admits of very little de- 
scription, owing to the distance traversed being but short. This 
consisted chiefly of soldiers, whose uniforms are like the French, 
forming the guard of honour, marching on each side of the Mi- 
kado, who was dressed in a blue and gold uniform and rode upon 
a strong black pony, led by four grooms, and was both preceded 
and followed by the officers of his suite, also dressed in blue and 
gold uniforms, 

A thunderstorm of about one hour’s duration in the morning 
cleared the atmosphere and caused the wind to gradually die 
away during the afternoon. This was followed by an extremely 
calm evening, which materially assisted to render the display cf 
Wuminations a great success, and the foreign settlement, the na- 
tive town, and suburbs were one blaze of lights. From Decima 
point to Sagaramatz but little darkness was observable, except- 
ing one black spot at the former place, which indicated that some 
misunderstanding or oversight had occurred regarding it. To 
catalogue and give a description of the various devices and de- 
signs employed. or to record a list of the highly successful ones, 
Would involve giving a very lengthy account indeed, and we must 
confine ourselves to stating that the crest of the Mikado was 
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chosen in numerous instances. A display of fireworks was made 
from the Ariel, anchored close in shore off the bund, and the 
Vetiaz had her outline illuminated.

TIENTSH§. 


(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

The ‘Viegroy Li Hwag Chang is busy erectiag aew forts bétweom 
this and Saku, and extending to a considerable extent the origi- 
wal Taku forts. A fortnight ago a battery of six of Krupp’s 
rifled steel guns arrived here to be mounted on the new forts, and 
a further instalment of these guns is shortly expected. As the 
Arsenal all are busy at work, and a considerable quantity of ma- 
chinery has lately been received. The Europe:n staff consists of 
nix Europeans. Li Hung Chang at present has 10,000 soldiers 
making a rough road from Taku to Tientsin, to render a speedy 
access to the forts by his soldiers. If the road was properly made 
it would make a splendid drive for the residents to and from Taku, 
but in wet weather it will simply be impassable, as it is made of 
mud, only it is raised some four feet from the old road. The 
traction engine and omnibus are expected here in a few days ; the 
trucks have been put up here by Mr. Wells, the Eagineer for the 
North China Steam Carriage Company, and well finished they 
are. Mr. Henderson deserves every credit for this undertaking, 
which in my opinion will be the commencement of the introduc- 
tion of railways into China. I think it most likely that the 
Chinese Government will purchase the entire train, as they have 
of late been making several inquiries regarding it, also the 


‘Russian agents here for conveying their teas through Mongolia. 


I will let you know more of this road railway. 

The military escort for M. Geoffroy, the new French Minister to 
the Court of Peking, arrived here on the 30th June by the steamer 
from Shanghai, consisting of picked men and nine very fine Arab 
horses, landed in splendid condition here ; they will escort the 
Minister from this. He is daily expected, and comes witha 
full staff for the Legation, and I hear M. Geoffroy spoken of as a 
man equal to the delicate questions he has to settle with the 
Chinese Government. The Audience Question is the first, as he 
bears a letter from M. Thiers, to be delivered personally to the 
Emperor, and the general opinion is that such a privilege will be 
refused, and the Chinese themselves are anxiously waiting to see 
what the French will do in such a case. On dit that is the reason 
Li Hung Chang is busy erecting new forts and keeping a large 
army near at hand. However, nous verrons, Chung How is at 
Peking, and will introduce the Minister, whom he met in Paris 
and Versailles, to Prince Kung. 

M. Geoffroy is greatly admired by every one here for coming to 
the capital with a display requisite for a Minister armed with the 
powers he is, and it has already a good effect in the eyes of the 
Chinese. Mr. Wade, our Minister, has an escort of six men, who 
are never used, and it is said it will soon be broken up when the 
men’s engagements expire, which is a great pity. Mr. Low, the 
American Minister, has no escort whatever, neither has the 
Russian or Prussian Ministers. We all know the display Li Hung 
Chang and Prince Kung make when visiting the legations, and 
all Ministers should be in a position to do the same, and had 
every Minister an escort of twelve picked scldiers, as M. Geoffroy 
has, it would have a good effect, and be productive indirectly of 
strengthening the hands of the Ministers. 

The English Legation is shortly to undergo extensive altera- 
tions, much required, not only for the appearance of the Legation, 
but for the comfort of the Legation Staff. The English Govern- 
ment ought to supply a fine steam barge, drawing not more than 
three feet, for the use of our Minister travelling between this and 
Tungchow. He is now compelled to travel by the ordinary 
clumsy China boat, taking days to go from this to Tungchow. A 
steam barge could do it in forty-eight hours. His position at 
Peking ought to be kept up with greater dignity. 

The beautiful new Roman Catholic church on the Frenoh Con- 
cession will be completed in September, and a handsome edifice it 
is, being the only fine building in the settlement of Tientsin. 
Adjoining it are the residences of the Fathers, orphanage for girls 
and boys, forming a complete and pretty range of buildings. The 
schools are well conducted, presided vver by Pere Delemasure, a 
gentleman highly esteemed by the foreign community, as was 
his predecessor, Pere Xavier, who is now with the Bishop, 
Monseigneur de la Place, Peking. The interior of the church 
will not be completed till next year, so that the walls will be dry 
enough to be plastered. ‘The church was designed by the Fathers, 
and built under their superintendence, and competent architects 
are high in their praise of the building in every point of view. I 
believe it is intended to rebuild the old Cathedral in the city 
destroyed during the Massacre on June 21st, 1870, and to erect 
monuments on the graves of the noble Sisters who were so bar- 
barously murdered. 





SHANGHAI. 
We have advices from this port to the 28th July. The French 
mail, from London June 7, arrived out on the 2lst, and the 


following P. and O. mail of June 34 on the 24th July, the inst- 
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named being four days in advance of due date. The following 
summary of news is from the Courier :— 

The Shanghai and Hongkew Tramways Company have issued a 
detailed programme of their scheme and an estimate of the ex- 
pense, drawn up by Thomas W. Kingsmill, Esq., the engineer of 
the company. ‘The company propose to lay a line, of a gauge of 
three feet six inches, from the extreme limit of the French Con- 
cession, adjoining the police-station outside the Little Kast Gate, 
to the extremity of the old Broadway. From the starting-point 
we have indicated the course of the line is along the centre of 
the Bund as far as Kinleeyuen. The Tien-how Creek will be 
crossed by an independent wooden bridge, alongside of the main 
French Bund at a distance of eleven feet from the kerb of the 
footpath by the river front. A bridge outside that now existing, and 
at the same level, will take it across the Yang-king-pang, and con- 
duct it to the new Bund, where it will keep the inside of the road, 
its centre line being about eight feet from the railing of the new 

rden plots. The line skirts the outer side of the present Public 
Garden and crosses the S»ochow Creek by a bridge built for itself, 
standing between the present iron bridge and the new one pro- 
posed as part of the Bund Scheme. Various connections with 
wharves and godowns are intended, and extensions are proposed 
along the Soochow Creek Bund to a point where a street to be 
called New Bund-street 1s likely to be formed, which will allow 
the tramway to bisect the Settlement; while both ends of the 
main line may be carried further. Until the new Bund line 
has been formed, the present Bund would be used, the line being 
afterwards moved. The distance first proposed is two and threv- 
quarter miles, and the whole cust is estimated at Tls. 120,000. 

Asmart shock of earthquake has occurred at Chinkeang. A 
correspondent, writing on the 25th July, sends the following ac- 
count :—‘* We had an earthquake here last night, which startled 
us somewhat. It took place, according to H.MS. Leven’s time, 
at ten minutes to eight p.m, and lasted, I should thing, fully five 
seconds. I was lying down at the time, and the first intimation 
I got of the shock was by my couch being raised as if by a big 
dog underneath endeavouring to crawl from below, which was 
followed by an undulatory motion, accompanied with a low 
rumbling noise and the shaking of everything in the room. If 
the noise is any indication of the earthquake’s motion, I should 
judge it was travelling from north to south. There were two 
other slight shocks, hardly noticeable, however. 

Mr. Robert Hart and his suite, including Mr. D. M. Henderson, 
O.E., arrived at Woosung in the Chinese gunboats Fet-loong and 
Fei-foo, on the 16th inst. It is naturally supposed that the In- 
spector-General and his Engineer in-Chief stopped there so as to 
make a thorough survey of the Lismore wreck, the Woosung Bar, 
the Junk Channel, and other points of the.approaches from the 
Yangtse to Shanghai, with a view to the practical settlement of 
the questions regarding these which have been so long under dis- 
cussion. They came on to Shanghai the same day, and Mr. Hart 
has since visited Hankow. 

A mandarin of red-button rank, who lately arrived from Soochow 
on business connected with the land-tax, has been accidentally 
drowned while proceeding from the Shantung-road jetty to his 
boat in the Soochow Creek. When nearing his boat he rose to 
prepare for leaving the i ay but doing so hastily, lost his 

lance and fell into the creek ; a strong tide was running at the 
time, and he did not come to the surfaceagain. The Chinese have 
been busy dragging the creek in search of the body, for the re- 
covery of which a reward is offered. 

A young man named Pigeon, belonging to H.M. gunboat Leven, 
rescued a Chinaman from drowning a few days since at Chinkeang. 
He jumped overboard in his clothes. Any one who knows the 
dangerous current at Chinkeang must be aware of the great risk 
Pigeon ran in saving the life of this coolie. Last week two China- 
men were drowned, whilst bathing, near the same spot. 

A few days since about 130 Shanghai Volunteers, including a 
dozen Rangers and one gun from the Artillery, turned out to 
take part in a general parade. The corps was divided into 
attack and defence parties, which engaged in mimic warfare 
along the line of the defence ditch, between the bridge at the 
head of the Maloo and that leading to the Cemetery-ruad, There 
Was an immense crowd of foreign and native spectators. 

Two more foreigners have succumbed to the heat—one, a police- 
constable, named Sinith, and the other, a Mr. John Douglas, of 
Hongkew—who, being suddenly taken ill, died two hours after he 
reached the hospital. 

The new naval architect for the Kaou-chang-meaou Arsenal 
has arrived and entered on his duties. 

Chefoo is at present honoured by the presence of a brilliant 
assemblage of diplomats. General Vlangaly, the Russian 
Minister, and Mr. Annecke, Charge d'Affaires for Imperial Ger- 
many, have arrived to brace and invigorate themselves for the 
coming struggle with the Tsung-li Yamen. M. Geoffroi, the new 
French Minister, who is also at Chefvo is suffering from dysentery ; 
as soon as he recovers he will proceed northwards. 

From Peking there is absolutely no news whatever. A Tientsin 

_ Correspondent writes :—Weather rainy ; and as the water of last 
autumn’s Hoods had not subsided from the plains before the rain 
set in, it seems certain now to remain there for another winter, 
asthe rivers are rising. Mr. Landstein, who arrived the other 
day from Pekin, was five days on the journey, and reports the 
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road two feet under water for half the distance. The Municipal 
Council has not been in harmony with itszlf ; and Mr. Beveridge, 
the representative of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Co., has re- 
tired from it, so that the Council now consists of Messrs. Meadows 
(U.8. Consul), Moore, Hannan, and Kierrulff. Should the waters 
on the plain rise there will prob wbly be no races here this autumn. 
Mr. Ney Klias, of Shanghai, and M. de Rochechouart, the French 
Charge d’Affaires, are preparing to make a journey homewarda 
through Mohamedan Tartary—a most interesting route. 





HONG KONG. 

Our advices by this mail extend to the 3rd August ; the P. 
and O. mails of 14th and 28th June arrived out on the 20th 
July and the 2nd August respectively ; the intermediate French 
mail of the 21st June was received by the P. and 0. steamer 
which brought that of the 28th, having been detained by an acci- 
dent to the engines of the Messageries Maritimes steamer Donnas. 
We are indebted to the China Mail for the following items of 
intelligence :— 


Extreme inconvenience has been caused by a strike of the 
carrying coolies. It appears that certain thieves, after effecting 
a robbery, took refuge (or were believed to take refuge) ina 
coolie-house. In the course of the proceedings it was discovered 
by the Acting Registrar-General that the house was not, ag 
directed by the Ordinance, licensed, and upon further inquiry, it 
came out that none of the keepers of these houses iad isanen, 
A notice was thereupon sent to them}directing them to take out 
licences, the fees being 35 per annum for every ten men boarded. 
The men refused to do this, and were accordingly summoned ° 
before the magistrate and committed to prison. Bafore their arrest. 
however, they informed their coolie-boarders that the Government 
had levied a poll tax of fifty cents on each coolie, which they 
(the masters) were to pay in the first instance, recouping them- 
selves from the coolies’ wages. They judiciously suppressed the 
fact that the license fee was never intended to touch the coolies 
at all, but was payable wholly and solely by the house masters 
out of the very good profits they make by their tenants. The 
arrest of the housekeepers, therefore, seemed to the coolies a 
matter in which their landlords played the part of victims owing 
to a proper desire to save the coolies’ pockets, and they accordingly 
struck work. Explanations were, however, made, the results of 
which were that the strike ended on the 30th July, and the head- 
men were subsequently released without payment. 

Amongst the minor excitemeats of the day a duel fought on 
the 29:h July on Chinese territory near Kowloong City, has taken 
& prominent place. The principals were Senor Checa, H.C.M. 
Consul in Hong Kong, and Senor Torre Bueno, ex-Peruvian 
Consul at Macao. The conditions, as we learn from a reliable 
source, Were pistols at twenty-five paces, each party advancing to 
deliver his fire,as he chose. The ground was measured off, and 
Senor Bueno won the toss for the position at twenty-five paces. 
At the signal Senor Checa advanced towards his opponent, and 
when about sixteen paces off received Torre Bueno’s fire. The 
bullet passed close to his head, almost grazing his nose, but for- 
tunately went clear. Checa then exclaimed, “ You see, gentle- 
men, that he intends to kill me! he is aiming at my head. I 
would gladly fire in the air, but I dare not, as he would shoot 
me like a dog. So I must stop his pistol practice for the future.” 
Checa then advanced and aimed at his opponent’s right arm, and 
the ball took effect just inside the joint, under the collar-bone, 
and Torre Bueno fell. The medical men present immediately 
went to the assistance of the wounded duellist, He was conveyed 
oa board the Spanish man-of-war in harbour. The others re- 
turned to Hong Kong. 

On the 24th July a fire occurred, resulting in the total de- 
struction of the West Point Rice Mills, of which Mr. W. W. Battles 
isthe proprietor. Smoke was first observed issuing from a window 
at the back of the first floor, close to the engine-room, and from 
this it may be concluded that the furnace flue by some means or 
other caught fire. Another theory, however, makes it out that 
the fire was an act of incendiarism, and one man was arrested on 
that charge. This theory, however, is not borue out by circum- 
stances. When smoke was first seen the constable on the beat 
gave the alarm, and another constable ran to the residence 
of the Honourable ©. May, Superintendent of the Fire Bri- 
gade, at Castle-road, to convey the information to him. Mean- 
while all the fire stations that possessed a firebell spread the 
alarm, and several fire engines soon arrived on the spot. Be- 
fore their arrival the conflagration advanced so far that to save 
the building was simply an impossibility. The only thing to be 
done now was to confine the fire to the building ia which it ori- 
ginated, and in this the combined efforts of the engines did very 
good service. The loss was considerable, as with a few exceptions 
the whole of the machiaery and the building itself were destroyed, 
besides a large quantity of rice stored thereia ; one Chinese firm 
alone having ia store over 1,0 picuis. Luckily, the fire was 
contined to the rice mill, otherwise the loss of property would 
have been very much greater, as on the east there is the P. and O. 
Company’s factory, and on the west there is the Tung Fook go- 
down, having it in a very valuable cargo stored. There was little 
or no confusion, and looting was not heard of. 
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A missionary gentleman and lady on returning from evening 
service at Kuk fau (near Canton) were attacked near Shap-sam- 
hong by some Chinese, who waylaid them. The gentleman re- 
ceived a heavy blow in the face, and the lady was also struck. It 
is said that this brutal act was committed in revenge for some 
remonstrances against gambling on the part of the missionary ; 
but we have since learnt that the person who committed the out- 
rage was crazed. ; 

Grave irregularities have been discovered in a subordinate de- 
partment of the police. In the absence of more precise informa- 
tion we refrain from comment, but enough has transpired to show 
that the police authorities have acted justly in instituting search- 
ing investigation.

iSTRAITS SETTLEMENTS, 
—o— 
SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings dates to the 11th August ; the French 
mail, with London dates 5th July, arrived out on the 3rd ; and 
the P. and O. mail of 12th July on the 11th August. jThe follow- 
ing summary of news is from the Straits Times :— 


There has been no meeting of the Legislative Council since the 
departure of last mail, the Goveraor having been absent on a visit 
to the native rulers of Tringanu, Calantan, and Pahang. His 
Excellency was accompanied by the Maharajah of Johore, and 
was received with every assurance of friendship. One object of 
the visit was to settle certain differences between the Maharajah 
of Johore and the Bandahara of Pahang, in accordance with the 
terms of a treaty made in 1868, it being said that the boundary 
line then decided upon had been infringed by the Bandahara’s 
subjects. The result of the visit was, we are informed, entirely 
satisfactory. 

In contrast with this excursion to the East Coast may be placed 
the policy of the Government towards Salangore and Klang, where 
a civil war is again raging, the contending parties being Rajah 
Mahdice and his adherents, who have, it is asserted, been procuring 
supplies and enlisting men in Singapore. Mahdie spent some time 
in Singapore, and then went to Jahore, but the Government did 
nothingexceptto treat with him, he meanwhile continuing through 
his ageuts ty carry out his designs. The Chinese traders of Ma- 
lacca have addressed a letter to the Chamber of Commerce here, 
pointing out that after the shelling of the Salangore forts the 

ocal Government had announced its intention of protecting 
Tunku dia Oodin in the control of those territories, in consequence 
of which the traders of Malacca have been induced to invest 
money in the mining and other products of Klang and Salangore, 
and that their interests were jeopardised and the trade paralysed 
by the renewal of the war, some of the works of their tin mines 
having already been destroyed. Further, they say that Mahdie 
might have been easily arrested at Siak, or Johore, or Singapore, 
but this had not been done, and his friends openly boasted that 
the British Government would do nothing against him, and that 
he was being assisted by the Maharajah of Johore. They urge 
ae the Government the necessity of its interference to put down 

hdie and his adherents, not only in good faith towards them- 
selves, but to further the interests of the trade of the colony. 
This letcer has been forwarded to Government by the Chamber of 
Commerce, and it is now under consideration by the authorities, 
Meanwhile, it is said that Mahdie has gone to Klang at the head of 
an armed force, so that the Government has let slip an excellent op- 
portunity of cripplingif not wholly ending this vexatious petty war. 

The Commission to inquire into the desirability of employing 
Chinese in the police force, and also the Commission of members 
of Council to inquire into the working of the Municipalities are 
both sitting. Jt issomewhat singular that in Hong Kong the very 
same questions are agitating the public mind, and the Police 
Commission there has by a very slender majority recommended 
the employment of Chinese as constables, thouzh three out of 
the seven members held a directly opposite view. With respect 
to the Municipal question, however, it is curious to observe that 
while our own Government and the unofficial members seem bent 
upon abolishing the Municipalities and placing the conservancy 
of the towns entirely under the Government control, the officials 
in Hong Kong complain of too much responsibility in having to 
look after such work, and the establishment of a Municipal Com- 
inission is suggested as a remedy for the defects of the present 
Fystem. 

The Agri-Horticultural Society's flower show was held on the 
31st July at the Botanical Gardens, and though the floral display 
Was not so attractive as it might nave been, atill the affair was 
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very successful. Should the weather prove more favourable next 
time, we have no doubt the society will be able to induce a larger 
number of competitors to take part in the exhibition, ° 
The prospectus has been issued of the Galena Mining Company 
(Limited), with a capital of $200,090, in 2,00‘) shares of $100, 
and the share list will be closed on the 14th Aug. All the shares 
in the company were, we hear, bespoken beforehand, but as this 
gave dissatisfaction to others, the list was throwa open to the 
public for a few days, after which the shares will be allotted.

IMPORTS. 


Hanxow.—The business of the fortnight had been on a very small 
scale. The river had, however, fallen several inches, and it was expected 
when the Settlement and native city become free from water the dealers 
would show more disposition to buy. 

SuHANGHAI.—There had been no improvement in the price of Grey 
Shirtings ; a fair general demand for both 7and 8} Ibs. gvods had 
been met by holders. More inquiry for common makes of 6 and 7 
lbs T-Cloths suitable for dyeing purposes had existed, while Mexican 
Cloths had been comparatively neglected. Drills were rather firner, 
but Jeans and Sheetings were in fuil supply, aud weak. For White 
Shirtings there had been little or no demand. Fancy Cottons: A falr 
business in Chintzes, Turkey Red Cambrics, Gentian Shirtings and 
Dyed Brocades, but without advance in price. Woollens: There had 
been more inquiry for Long Ellsand Black Lastings, which were slightly 
higher. Spanish Stripes had attracted the attention of some speculators 
and good assortments of Figured Orleans had been sought after. 

Foocnow.—Sales had been :—8} lbs. Grey Shirtings, 900 pieces, at 
$2.80 to 2.824 per piece ; 8 lbs. White Shirtings, 100 pieces, at $2.674 
7 lbs.; T-Cloths, 2,450 pieces, at $2.12 to 2.35; Lead, at $6.75 per picul. 

Hone Kono.—The Import Market during the past fortnight had 
been dull. The large purchases noticed in our last report had supplied 
the wants of the dealers generally, while business had been somewhat’ 
interfered with by the strike amongst the carrying coolies. This had 
terminated, and the dealers were enabled to ship off their purchases. 
Holders still appear desirous of reducing their stocks, owing to favour- 
able reports regarding the Cotton crop of America. 

MANILA.—The demand for Plain Staples had been languid, and 
values were practically lower, although nominally rates were but little 
altered. Coloured Goods were in no great demand, but some importers 
had raised their prices to rates which practically kept their goods off 
the market. There was not, however, mach confidence in the stability 
of the advance held for at the moment, as dcalers entirely refused to 
follow it, but a steady advance in values wai expected to obtain towards 
the end of the year, when there would bea better demand. Sales of 
all classes of Piece Goods had been very small during the fortnight. 

S1InGAPORE.—Messrs. Boustead and Co. report as follows :— During 
the fortnight a moderate business only has been done in Piece Goods 
at the closing quotations given in our last report. The latest tele- 
graphic news from Manchester is more in favour of holders. 39-inch 
Grey Shirtings 8} Ibs. best makes, in demand at $2.574, other qualities 
little wanted at $2.55; 7 lbs. quiet at $2.174, and 6 Ibs. dull at $1.925 
to 1.95; 45-inch, 9 lbs, in rather better request at $2.90 to 2.95 ; 8 Ibe. 
scarce and wanted at $2.60; 32-inch T-Cloths, 6 lbs. in moderate 
supply and fair inquiry, at $1.674 to 1.70; 7 lbs. dull at $1.85 to 1.874 ; 
5 lbs, in poor demand; but some inquiry for 4 to 4} lbs. at $1.074 to 
1.724. Grey Yarn, 18/24’s little wauted; 30's scarce and in some 
request at $117; 40's, moderate demand at $134 to 136, being a decline 
of $2 to to 3. Woollens: Camlets firm at previous quotations ; no in- 
quiry for Long Ells or Lastings; Scarlet Spanish Stripes in some 
demand at 85c. to 90c. Metals: [ron, stocks of all kinds moderate 
and holders firm; Govan flat bar, $3.90 to 4; Nailrods, to arrive, 
$3.90; Swedish flat bar, $4.05 to 4.10. Lead in limited demand, L. B. 
$6.024 to 6.10.

YoxoHaAmA.—Buying had been steadily conducted at previous rates, 
though the receipts from the interior had been light and the stocks 
offered but limited range for selection. The vessels on the berth for 
New York were:—Polly Lewis, Eastern Chief, Oceana, and Leander. 
The Clara Bell was loading for San Francisco, and the Yedo and Audax 
offering for London. 

Haxkow.— Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer, and Co.’s report says a fuir 
business has been transucted here in second crop leaf during the paat 
fortnight, at fully the high scale of prices established on the arrival of 
these Teas, settlements agzreguting 14,418 chests, 16,541 half-chests, 
2,458 boxes. As compared with the samne time last year the quantity 
shipped and settled for the forinight is leas than then, but prices range 
considerably higher, on un average 2d. to 3d. per Ib. more, laid down 
in London. In addition to this the class of ‘fea settled has been de- 
cidecty inferior. We can only account for this advance in price 
by the now almost certain deticit in the second crop yield. This 
is undoubtedly drawing to a close; stock here is small, and from 
all accounts there cannot be more than two million pounds still to 
come forward. We should, therefore, estimate the second crop at about 
thirteen million pounds as against seventeen last year. With regard to 
third crop leaf little reliable is yet known, except that extravagantly 
high rates are ruling in the Tea districts, while the quality of the Tea 
is unsatisfactory. Up to 470 cash per catty is being paid in some of 
the districts, or as high as was paid for frst crop leat, laying the Teas 
down at this port'at abont Tis. 22 per picul, or nearly 1s. 7d. per lb. 
in Loudon. The above settlements have beea:made ab the folluwisg 
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rates :—Cheong-sow-kye Teas, Tle. 214 to 25}; Young-low-szes and 
Yung-low-toongs, Tls. 21} to 233; Soong-yougs, Tls. 23} to 26 ; Oonfars, 
Tis. 204 to 214; Lee-lings, Ping-kongs, and other low class kinds, 
Tis. 18 to 22; Shuntais, Tis. 13 to 14.20 per picul. We estimate 
total arrivals at 30,300,000 Ibs, against last year 40,200,000 Ibs. 
Customs export to 18th July is 41,200,704 Ibs.’ against 40,095,571 Ibs. 
last year. : 

K1IUKIANG.—Oue chop of Green Tea had come to hand, but arrivals 
in quantity were not expected for a week or ten days from date. 

SHANGHAI.—Black—The business done had been small compared 
with corresponding period last year, being 15,418 chests and 18,400 
half-chests, against 32,687 chests and 20,882 half-chests. Duriug the 
early part of the fortnight under notice a few settlements were made 
daily at former quotations; buying was not, however, by any means 
active, and as the due date of advicea by wire respecting the arrival of 
the first steamers from Hankow approached, holders found increasing 
difficulty in effecting sales, business becoming quite nominal in character. 
On the 18th July the first advices of the opening of the nome market 
for new Teas were received reporting limited sales, finest Teas being the 
only sorts giving profits, and other kinds not suleable at cost. Sub- 
sequent telegrams had, if possible, been more disappointing, and although 
losses do nut appear to be heavy, still the news was regarded as very un- 
satisfactory, and the opinion that too much anxiety had been shown to 
realise was generally expressed. After receipt of the foregoing infor- 
mation the market continued very quict, sales being nominal till near 
the close, when a fair business was done at a decline of Ts. 2.0.0 per 
picul, the market closing with a dowaward tendency. The grades that 
had commanded most attention had been the best of the second crop 
from Cheong-sow-kye and Ningchows; they were freely taken early 
in the fortnight at Tls, 28 to 32, when they were nearly all cleared off. 
Teas from Soong-young and other true Oopack districtswere not in such 
favour, and had not realised such a high range of price. The supply of 
fair to medium grades had beon small, any chops of the class finding 
ready sale at Tls. 23 to 25. But few common Hohows and Shuntams 
had been shown, and as holders asked prices much above home quota- 
tions they were unable to sell them. Current rates were about three 
taels over last ycar’s prices, and fully equal to the highest rates obtained 
at home for the same class of tea at any time last year. Stuck, 37,000 
chests, against 48,700 chests; and export, 34,100,927 Ibs., against 
94,275,835 lbs. Green: A considerable business done in both Ping- 
suey and Teas from the Fychow and Teenkai districts. A further ac- 
quaintance with latter had confirmed the opinion as to their quality and 
make; the Fychows equal to last year’s, whilst the chops of Teenkai 
shown inferior in make and quality. Prices for Pingsuey ranged from 
Ts. 34 to 67 proportion, some fine lines bringing Tls 74. Fychows and 
Teenkais settbed at Tls. 33 to 50, some Shanghai packed of good quality 
and proportion realising Tls 40 to 45. 

Amoy.—A steady business had been done in Ooloungs, settlements 
having amounted to upwards of 20,000 half-chests. Hates paid had 
been irregular and generally lower, but at the close a further reduction 
was not expected, ns buyers were disposed to continue operations at 
current figures. Arrivals were 123,518 hal!-chests, settlements 110,891 
half-chests. The barques Hylton Castle and Aurora Australia were 
loading for New York, and the steamer Cyphrenes was expected for the 
game destination. The Kin Lin would load for Boston. Quotations: 
Common to fair cargo, $21 to25; good cargo, $27 to 28; superior, 
$52 to 35; fine to finest, $39 to 52; choice $56. 

CANTON.—Trunsactions had been conducted upon a c 
reduced scale, and, with discouraging telegraphic advices from London, 
buyers were showing but little disposition to operate,and were offering 
low prices ; teamen, however, were unwilling to accept any material 
reduction in values, and the market in consequence closed very quiet. 


SILK. 

Yoxouama.—The market had shown considerable activity, and an 
advance in value of about $80 per picul had been established. The 
settlements had reached a total of 758 bales. 

Cantcn.—The settlements for the fortnight had been aboat 1,200 
bales, leaving a stock of 1,000 bales. Prices had ruled slightly easier, 
but no sensible decline had taken placc. 

SHANGHAI.—Messrs. Skeggs and Co.’s Circular says :—Immediately 
after the departure of last English mail dealers began to show signs of 
anxiety to sell, buyers held off until the 16th inst., wher. some large 
purchases of chop Silks were made at a reduction of Tis. 10 to 15 per 
picul, business then became general at irregular prices, but without any 
perceptible drop on the grades below chops, and continued up to the 
close of the French mail, when settlements for that week reached about 
8,000 bales; since then business has been quieter, but buyers anxious 
to obtain well known chops of the 3 and 4 Tsatlee quality have paid an 
advance of Tls, 24 to 5 per picul. A fair business has been done for 
America, and extreme quotations have been muintained for all choice 
parcels of Rereels and best Kabings. Settlements for this week amount

VISIT OF THE BURMESE AMBASSADORS TO 
HALIFAX. 


The principal members of the Burmese Embagsy have paid a visit 
to Halifax. There were prerent to meet the Emhasey the Mayor, Mr. 
John Crossley, Alderman McCrea, the Town Clerk, and several mem~< 
bers of the Town Council. On the arrival of the train their Exeel- | 
lencies were introduced to the Mayor and other gentlemen by Major 

eMahon, who, having resided in Burmah for many years, speake the 
language. The priucipal Ambassador then took the Mayor’s arm, his 
frat attache that of Mr. John Crossley, and the secretary that of 

Alderman McCrea, and in this order they walked acrosa the rails to 

the principal entrance of the station, accompanied by Mr. Jones, the 

Burmese Consul in London, and a young Burmese gentleman, who, 

having resided many yeare in this country, speaks fluent English. In 

front of the station were drawn up the carriages of the Mayor, Mrs. - 

Joxsph Crossley, Mr. McCrea, Mr. E. Crossley, and Mr. E. Akroyd, , 

M.P. On the box of the Mayor's carriage was his worship’s mace ; 

hearer, the chief magistrate wearing his chain of office. In this car- i 

riage the Ambassador and Major McMahon took their seats. In the 

second carriage were the first attache and Mr. Jones; and in the third, , 

the secretary andjthe young Burmese gentleman. Their Excellencies 

were gorgeously attired, wearing robes of silk of various coloure, over 
which were snowy white tunics. On their heads were coronets 
of feathers, above which the hair was plaited into a knot. The visit 
of the Embassy was to Mr. Jno. Crossley, but it was thought desirable 
that the Mayor, Town Clerk, &c., should meet them. They were 
driven up Horton-street, and aloog Union-street, Market-street, 

Northgate, and Cross-hills, to Dean.Clough works, through which 

they were conducted by Mr. John Crossley, Mr. E. Crossley, and Mr. 

Collier. After having inspected the various proceases of the carpet 

manufactory, and having them explained, the illustrious visitors were 

next conveyed to the card-works of Messrs. Jno. Whiteley and Sons, 

Brunswick Mills, through which they were conducted, and had the 

various processes pointed out by Mr. N. Whiteley. From this estab- 

lishment their Excellencies were conveyed to the Crossley Orphan 

Home, where they were much strock by the admirable arrangements 

of the institution. They visited the school-rooms and the dormitories, 

and afterwards saw the children assemble for dinner in the large 
dining-ball. Subsequently the party wes photographed whilst stand- 
ing on the terrace, the artist being Mr. E. Greaves of Hall-end. The 
manofactory of Messrs. John Holdsworth and Co., at Shaw Lodge, 

was next visited, and bere their Excellencies were met by Mr. W. I. 

Holdsworth, and Mr. John Holdsworth, who conducted them through 

the rooms in which the combing, preparing, and spinning are con- 

ducted, and afterwards through the extensive weaving-shed. Subse- 
quently the party drove to Manor Heath, where a number of gentle- 
men had been invited to meet them at luncheon. The only toast pro- 
poeed was ‘' The King of Burmah and the Embassy,” to which the 

Ambuaasador replied in Burmese, which was afterwards interpreted 

into excellent English by the firat attache. 

At a meeting of the general purposes committee of the Halifax 
Chamber of Commerce, held at the offices of the secretary, it was re- 
selved that the President present the following address to the Envoy 
of the King of Burmah :— 

“To his Excelleney Mengyee Maha Saythoo Kenwoon Mengyee, 
Eovoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary from his 
Majesty the King of Burmah. 

“May it please your Excellency.—The Council of the Halifax 
Chamber of Commerce heard with extreme pleasure of the proposed 
vieit to this country of the Embassy sent by bis Majesty the King of 
Burmah, of which your Excellency is the chief, and beg to araure you 
that it is with feelings of the greatest satiefaction that they welcome 
your Excellency to this town and district. The Council beg to express 
a tincere hope and warm conviction that the visit of the Embaszy will 
tend materially to increase the commercial relations between the 
kingdoms of Burmah and Great Britain, to their mutual advantage. 
This Council has no doubt that the many industries that your Excel- 
lency is visiting during your stay in this country will be observed, 
atid that sach observation will stimulate still further the commercial 
enterprise of your own people. ‘The Council baving always considered 
the rich products and the fertile lands of Burmah as affording great 
inducements to the spread of commerce and agriculture, have from 
time to time carefully considered the many projected trade routes 
through the possessions of his Majesty the King, to open up a com- 
mereial highway to the unlimited resources of Western China. This 
Council recognise with great pleasure the extremely liberal spirit ig 
which his Majesty has hitherto signified his willingness to afford 
assistance in promoting such ende. That whilst the Council assures 
your Excellency that they would hail with satisfaction the success 
of any route through his Majesty’s dominions, yet, from careful in- 
quiry and long consideration of the subject, they would most respect- 
fully ask his Mujesty the Kiog to graciously concur in, and assist in 
opening out on equitable terms to himself, the direct land route from 

ngoon to the capital of his Shan State of Kiang-Hung, on the right 
baak of the Meikong or Upper Cambodia River, commonly known as 

Geptain Sprye's route, and they would venture to expsess an opinio

that its completion would add most materially to the welfare an 
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prosperity of his Mojesty’s subjects. In conclusion, the Council 
would entreat your Excellency to convey to your Sovereign the King 
of Burmah the respectful congratulations of this manufacturing com- 
munity, which now welcomes him in the peraon of your Excellency.— 
W. Monnzis, President. Halifax, Sept. 4, 1872." 








Taz ‘‘ Peres.” yor Sinearers.—A case of some importance under the 
Mesxchant Shipping Act, 1871, was heard on the 6th inst. before the 
snagistrates at Poole. The steamer Petrel put into Poole on her way 
from London to Singapore, and on the 8let ult. seven of tho crew, all 
being foreigners, shipped in London, left the vessel, alleging that she 
was unseaworthy. They were apprehended under a warrant, and 
brought before the magistrates on the 2nd inst, when the collector of 
Customs, to whom the men complained in the firat instance, expressed 
his opinion that the steamer was unseaworthy, and was unfit to make 
a voyage to Singapore. The prisoners were liberated on their own re- 
cognisances, and the magistrates directed that the vessel should be in- 
gpected by the Board of Trade surveyor at Southampton. The men 
appeared to their recognisances on Saturday, and the Mayor read the 
surveyor’s report, which was to the effect that the ateamer was too 
deeply laden, that the deck should be protected by bulwarks instead 
of having only iron stanchions and bars, that the house on deck was 
too large and not sufficiently secure, and that the forecastle was much 
too small for the men required. Under these circumstances, the Mayor 
said it was impossible for the magistrates to say that the men’s com- 
plaint was not a bona fide and proper one, and they could not convict 
them of desertion. ‘The prisoners were accordingly discharged, and 
the master of the vessel was ordeted to pay them the wages due, and 
to pay the cobts of the inspection and the court expenses.

Bogntke or ris Pacirto Matt Sraames “ America ”—The following 
detaila of the destruction by fire of the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany’s steamer America have been received :—“ The mail steamship 
America, of the Pacitic Steamship Company's line, arrived in the 
harbour of Nagasaki on the 24th August. At eleven o'clock the same 
night the freight took fire, and the whole ship was soon involved in 
flames immediately afterwards. Prompt efforts were made to extinguish 
the conflagration, but they were unavailing. The fire burnt on during 
the entire night, and the steamer is totally destroyed. The Hong 
Kong mails, the freight, with the luggage of the passengers 
and of the officera of the ship, have been lost also. The sudden out- 
burst of the fire and the rapidity of its progress subsequently force 
all hands to jump from the decks and sides into the water, with the 
hope of saving their lives. There was no time for manning the boats 
Six Chinese were killed during the confusion which prevailed. Ten 
Chinamen, the engineers of the America, the storekeeper, steerage 
watcliman, and the cook of the steamer are missing. The treasure is 
recoverable, It amounts to $1,600,000 in specie, a portion of it being 
Japancse silver coin ; $14,000 had been shipped for Hong Kong, the 
remaining $386,000 went down in the rpecie trunk with the vessel. 
The cauee of the disaster was not, or is not yet, known.”

CHINESE ARMAMENTS. 

For some years the foreign representatives at Peking and 
Yedo have, coupled with offers of advice and assistance, 
urged upon the rulers of China and Japan the importance 
of advancing in those paths of civilisation which add to the 
prosperity and enlightenment of nations. They have both 
taken that advice, but in widely different ways ; they have 
both accepted the assistance, but to serve very different ends. 
Our commercial interests in both countries are so large that 
all that affects the political prospects of either must at all 
times be of interest to us, and at the present juncture a glance 
at the action of the two Governments will furnish us with an 
instructive lesson. We will take for granted, for we suppose 
no one will deny, that in undertaking the reforms recently 
effected in Japan the Government of that country has been 
actuated by a pure desire to place itself in closer and more 
friendly relations with the countries of Europe. An honest 
intention, coupled with a shrewd intelligence, has led it in 
the path best calculated to accomplish this object. Instead 
of throwing obstacles in the way of the intercourse of 
foreigners with the natives, it had done all in its power to 
encourage it, and instead of giving the European represen- 
tatives cause of suspicion by an undue expenditure on the 
military defences of the country, it has shown in the most 
conclusive manner possible of how much greater import- 
ance it considers it to be to seek and cultivate the acts 
which lead to, and secure peace. Railways, telegraphs, 
public libraries, and international exhibitions are among 
the outward and visible signs of the wise and enlightened 
policy of which the Embassy now amongst us is the mouth- 
piece, and in these and a thousand other ways we have dis- 
tinct pledges of the peaceful intentions of the Mikapo and 
his advisers. But if we turn to China we find the exact 
converse of this picture. Instead of constructing railways 
we observe the Government of that country eagerly engaged 
in building forts ; and rifled guns and ammunition are the 
only products of European manufactories which find favour 
in the eyes of the mandarins. 

From a correspondent at Tientsin, whose letter will be 
found in another column, we learn that strenuous efforts are 
being made to place the approaches to Peking in a perfect 
state of defence. The Taku Forts have been completely 
rebuilt, and foreign rifled guns now peer out from the em- 
brasures where the old native smooth bores used to stand 
in the days of Sanxotinsmn. The road from the mouth 
of the river to Tientsin has been raised and made available 
for the rapid transpert of troops and material, while about 
half way a fortified camp has been erected for the defence 
of which the Government has thought it worth its while 
to import from Europe a number of Krupp guns. We 
hear that six of these weapons were lately landed at Tien- 
tsin, and advices from Shanghai inform us that the steamship 
Craigforth had also landed at that port “five large Krupp 
guns,” which “are to be sent on to Tientsin for the armament 
of some new forts on the river Peiho.” At the various arsenals 
and dockyards the construction of ships of war and the manu- 
facture of all kinds of war material are being vigorously pushed 
on. To these facts itisimpossibletoclose our eyes, and we are 
tempted to ask for what purpose are all these warlike prepa- 
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rations being made? Is the internal condition of the country 
80 prosperous, and are the wants of the people so well cared 
for that the Government may legitimately expend the large 
sums it is now disbursing, in rendering its dominions safer 
from the attacks of kingdoms envious of its prosperity ? Far 
otherwise. Only the other day we heard of thousands of 
people being driven homeless and starving from their dwell- 
ings in the nighbourhood of Tientsin, and of the Government 
being quite unable either to supply their wants or to alleviate 
their distress, while at this moment we have amongst our 
foreign guests in this country the representative of a rebel 
chieftain, who, for the last sixteen years, has exercised su- 
preme rule over the greater part of one of the richest pro- 
vinces of the Empire. 

Whither, then, does all this tend? Does it not point us 
back to that passage in Tsene Kwo-ran’s celebrated memorial 
in which he advised the temporary adoption of a conciliatory 
policy on the ground that at that moment China was weak ; 
but, he added, the time may come when China will have tne 
upper hand? We are fain to believe that this is the true 
interpretation of the abnormal activity now visible in the 
dockyards and arsenals of the Empire. And if this be so a 
heavy responsibility rests on those foreign employes of the Go- 
vernment who by advice and assistance are furthering its 
hostile schemes. The direction in which things are drifting 
must be apparent to all on the spot, and to none more so than 
Mr. Hart, who as a well-wisher to China cannot but 
deplore the course taken by the Government. We cannot 
believe that he approves of the expenditure of such vast 
sums on armaments while the gigantic engineering works 
which have hemmed in the water-ways of the Empire for so 
many centuries are everywhere giving way for sheer neglect, 
causing desolation and famine by their overthrow. If, con- 
trary to his advice, the Government still persists in its mad 
career, the only course left to him is to come out from amongst 
such a people, and he would best consult his own good name 
were he to follow the course which his interests and honour 
alike point out. 


THE KOREAN LETTER. 

Tue Korean difficulty has entered ona new phase, anda most 
interesting one. Thedespatch from the Korean to the Japanese 
Government—which has lain unsuspected by the Westerns for 
nearly threeyears,and which has now oozed out to the chagrin 
of at least one of the parties—is a most suggestive document. 
From whichever side we regard it, it bristles with informa- 
tion, and hints as to the right way for us to set about utilis- 
ing it. It shows what an egregiously wrong course was 
steered by those Foreign Powers who thought to open the 
Korea by force—a blunder for which we cannot quite excuse 
our friends the Japanese, who, if they had not been held back 
by false pride, could at once have set the Americans right— 
given them “ the straight tip”—by informing them of the 
character of the nation against which they sent out their 
expedition. We always protested against that ill-conducted 
and boastful affair, but we did not know how strong our case 
was until now. At the very time when the Japanese stood 
by, and saw the Americans making that fatal mistake, the 
despatch which has just come to light had been lying 
unanswered in their Foreign-office for two years. Les- 
son the first—that is the way in which the Japanese 
treat their friends. They stand by with closed lips, and see 
their allies run their heads against a wall; and we hope the 
good folks who have been lauding them with such gushing 
fervour in the United States will not forget it. Their policy 
seems to be silence and “ non-intervention” with a vengeance. 
They do not answer the appeal of their old ally when he is 
attacked by their new one ; and they afterwards let the new 
one attack the old one without a word of warning. It is by 
traits like these that we discover the true nature of nations 
as well as individuals. 

The Korean despatch, considered by itself, has two sides 
—a romantic and a practical one. Bitter as is its tone 
towards the close, it seems to have been written “ more in 
sorrow than in anger.” The stern simplicity with which it 
recites the history of their long connection with their neigh- 
bours—the almost pathetic way in which it refers to the 
injuries which the Japanese have inflicted on them, and the 
help which they have withheld from them in the hour of 
need—the natural horror with which the Koreans recoil 
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the haughty and resolved defiance 4 /’outrance—above all, 


the chivalrous proposal to clear a battle ground for them to 
meet in, if their antagonists will “ name time and place ””— 


all combine to show that the days 
When, wild in woods, the noble savage ran, 
are not yet bygone.

THE JAPANESE EMBASSY. 
On the 6th inst. the Japanese Ambassadors and suite paid their 
second visit to the International Exhibition, and were conducted 
through the chief galleries by Her Majesty's Commissioners. They 
inspected the printing of Zhe Times and the Echo, the several 
processes of envelope manufacture, by Messrs. Dickenson and Co. 
the copper-plate printing, cotton machinery, cotton plant, &., 
They showed great interest in the machinery for paper manufac- 
ture and printing, and noticed with evident satisfaction the valu- 
able collection,of Japanese papers which is shown in the depart- 
ment devoted to stationery. The next day, Saturday, the 
Ambassadors paid a visit to Windsor Castle. On their arrival 
from London at the Windsor Railway Station one of Her Majesty’s 
carriages was placed at their disposal, in which they drove to the 
Castle, where they were shown the private and State apartments 
and the other principal objects of interest about the palace. 
Afterwards they were driven to the Royal Dairy, the Aviary, Frog- 
more, and then through the Great Park to Virginia Water. 
On Tuesday, the 10th inst., the members of the Embassy re- 
ated their visit made on the 27th ult. to the Royal Arsenal at 
Woolwich, where they arrived by steamer from London, and were 
received by Capt. Gordon, C.B., Controller, Royal Arsenal. They 
first proceeded to the Royal Carriage Department, being escorted 
through the labyrinth of workshops by Col. G. T. Field, R.A, 
the Superintendent. In this department, in which a larger num- 
ber of trades is carried on than in any other department in the 
Royal Arsenal, the principal novelties and improvements which 
have lately been introduced were closely examined and criticised, 
the wheel factory receiving particular attention. The party pro- 
ceeded then to the Select Committee Office, which had been im- 
rovised as @ mess-room, where luncheon had been prepared. Sir 
avid Wood, K.C.B., commandant, who was attended by his staff, 
including Capt. G. Best, B.A. A.D.C., Capt. W. J. Hall, B.A., 
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from the faithless friends whom they suppose to have been 
corrupted by “ keeping bad company” with barbarians— 















Never in our own duelling days—when 
gentlemen were requested to “ consider themselves horse- 
whipped,” and when the choice of the venue was the 
right of the challenged party—was intentional insult in- 
flicted, or “satisfaction” offered with more etiquette. 
The covert sneer, in allusion to their former despatches 
“We are not afraid to 
Benighted, bigoted, 
and cruel, as the Koreans unquestionably are, @ people 
that can write and act as they have done must have 
something noble at its core—and we must try to get at it. 
It is clear that the way through Japan is closed. France 
and America have excited not only hatred but triumph by 
their ill-judged and easily repulsed expeditions, and thus 
done irreparable injury to the character of the Western 
But the road through China is not yet blocked up, 
and akilful diplomacy in the approaching revision of our 
treaties there may do much to open up pacific relations 
Force is out of the question ; 
anything like menace would only intensify the prejudice 
against foreigners generally. But reason, and a just appeal 
to the feelings, may, we think, go far to make it a point of 
honour with them to assist any of our vessels that may be 
wrecked, and to protect any of our countrymen who may 
be cast on their shores. And that is all we want—at least 
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Deputy Assistant-Quartermaster-General, and Capt. A. T. Pearse, 
Brigade-Major, joined the Ambassadors at luncheon, together with 
a number of other officers connected with the different depart- 
ments in the Arsenal, and the Royal Artillery bugle band was in 
attendance. On resuming their tour of inspection the party pro- 
ceeded to the Royal Laboratory Department, where Col. T. W. 
Milward, C.B., the Superintendent, explained the diversified 
nature of the work performed, and also the variety and import- 
ance of the modern inventions which have been successfully 
brought into use in the service. After passing through the main 
factory and the shell foundry, they left for the Royal Gun Facto- 
ries, in which department Capt. E. Maitland, R.A., Assistant- 
Superintendent, and Mr. R. 8. Fraser, the inventor of the “ Wool- 
wich” gun, took charge of the visitors, and conducted them 
through the new forge room, and subsequently through the 
pattern-room and the numerous other shops in this department, 
some of which contain the finest machinery in the Arsenal, in- 
vented expressly for the manufacture of the new gun. The shops 
also contain numberless coiling and wielding machines, and enor- 
mous furnaces, necessary for the immense heat which has to be 
manipulated. At, the conclusion of their visit the visitors re- 
embarked, and returned to town by steamer. 

On Wednesday the Ambassadors, with all the principal mem- 
bers of their suite, paid a visit to the City. They went first of 
all to the Mansion-house, where they were received by the Lord 
Mayor, and thence escorted by him to Christ’s Hospital. This 
time of the year is not well suited for seeing the great school in 
full working order, but still there was in residence a fair com- 
plement of boys in their quaint costume to afford the distin- 
guished visitors a notion of the establishment and its uses. And 
the Lord Mayor, through Sir Harry Parkes, explained to them 
the foundation of the school by Edward VI. and its general eco- 
nomy, with which they seemed much interested, asking questions 
in elucidation of doubts whenever they happened to be at a loss. 
From Christ’s Hospital they accompanied the Lord Mayor in his 
private state carriage to St. Paul’s Cathedral, where they spent a 
considerable time; thence to the Bank of England, where the 
general arrangements of the establishment were fully explained 
to them ; and afterwards to Guildhall, returning to the Mansion 
house, where they were entertained at luncheon by the Lord Mayor 
and the Lady Mayoress, the Governor of the Bank and Alderman 
Sir Robert Carden |being also of the party. On Friday several 
members of the Embassy dined with the Master, Wardens, and 
Court of Assistants of the Corporation of Mercers in their hall. 
The Lord Mayor has invited the Ambassadors to a banquet at the 
Mansion House on the 24th inst., and the Fishmongers Company © 
on asubsequent day. On all their visits the Ambassadors have 
been accompanied by Sir Harry Parkes and by General Alexander, 
the latter of whom it will be remembered was selected by the Go- 
vernment to attend the Embassy during its stay in this country. 





THE EXPORT OF CLOTH TO JAPAN. 

The Pall Mall Gazette has the following amusing but not very cor- 
rect account :—It appears from the renorts forwarded from Yokohama 
to the Foreign-office and Ministry of Commerce at Berlin that the im- 
portation of cloth into Japan has increased to an enormous extent 
within the last few years. This was at first chiefly owing to the taste 
of certain of the Japanese princes for clothing their troops in 
the European fashion, and afterwards to the revolution, which 
placed all the troops in the country under the Mikado, and 
rendered it necessary te clothe the whole army after the same 
pattern. Large quantities of cloth were then imported into the 
country, but many of the importers suffered considerable loss, owing 
to the sudden liking of the Japanese for grey colours, they having 
discovered that the Prussian troops wear grey trousers. The Govern- 
ment at Berlin, in publishing these reports, advises German manu- 
facturera and importers to scnd cloth to Japan of the same quality 
and at the same prices as that furnished from England and France. 
The best time for sales, it adds, is the winter season (from September 
to February) ; in the summer light clothing only is purchased. The 
articles might be eent by steamer, and it is observed on this point 
that, in view of the increasing trade between Germany and Japan, it 
would be highly desirable to establish a line of packet-ships between 
the two countries. 








Monetary and Commercial,

At the meeting of the National Bank of India, on the L0th 
inst., Mr. R. O. Campbell in the chair, the directors’ report, re- 
commending dividend for the half-year at the rate of 3 per 
cent, per annum, was unanimously agreed to. The report states 
that “the net profit realised during the half-year reached the sum 
of £42,011, which amounted to 18 per cent. per annum on the 
paid up capital of the bank, and sufficed only to wipe out the 
balance of £33,406 exhibited on Dec. 30 last at debit of profit and 
loss account, but to warrant the directors in declaring an ad in- 
terim dividend at the rate of 3 per cent. per annum, which will 
absorb £6,969, leaving a balance of £1,635 to be carried forward 
to the next account.” 


The chief manager, Mr. Sawera, having read the report, the chair- 
man proceeded, in the first instance, to notice with extreme regret 
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the retirement of Mr. Fitzwilliam from the chair, owing to indispo- 
sition, but he was happy to say he would retain his seat on the Board. 
The report in the hands of theshareholders would no dcubt he considered 
very satisfactory, and he believed that the next half-year’s operations 
would show evengpreater success. They had fairly earned a dividend, and 
the directors thoucht that although it was emall it was better to divide 
it at once. The Bank now stood in a first-rate position, both in the 
Fast and in the discount market at home. The directors were glad 
that they had not closed the Hong Kong branch, which had been welt 
worked by Mr. Campbell with good results. The branches at Bombay 
and Calcutta had also been satisfactory. No questions being asked by 
the meeting the report was put and carried, and the proc 

ended with a vote of thanks to the chairman. 


The directors of the Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, 
London, and China have declared a dividend for the half- 
year ended 30th June last at the rate of 8 per cent. per annum, 
free of Income Tax, payable on the 28th inst., and have carried 
forward a surplus of £88,149 18s. 7d. to credit of the current 
half-year’s account. The meeting of the shareholders will be held 
on the 15th prox. The directors’ report says :— 


It will tus be veen that the result of the past half-year's operations 
has been highly satisfactory. Unfortunately, since the accounts were 
Closed the failure of a firm of high standing, with which the Bank has 
had large tr :nsactions for many years past, has taken place. This will 
involve the Bunk in a loss, the extent of which, depending on the 
reulisation of the assets of various firms connected with them, cannot 
yel be correctly estimated ; but at the worst it will leave a large balance 
available to supplement the profits of the current half-year, and apart 
from this the business of the Bank at all points continues satisfactory. 


It is understood that the dividend to be announced by the 
Oriental Bank Corporation for the half-year ended June 30 last, 
will be at the rate of 12 per cent. per annum. The meeting will 
be held on the 17th prox. 

The uneasy feeling established at Manchester on the failure of 
Messrs. Gledstanes and Co. has not yet subsided, and wild rumours 
in regard to certain firms are going the rounds. The addition 
in the Bank of England returns “other securities” instigated 
ramoursasto firms of first class standing having been accommodated. 
A meeting of the bill holders and others on the estate of Messrs. 
Gledstanes and Co. was held on the 1Jth, but separated without 
any definite result. 

In consequence of the loss of the Lahdoo, following on that of 
the Parnassus, there is a disposition amongst underwriters to in- 
crease the rates of premium on China voyages. The Lahloo had 
on board, from Nagasaki, brass guns, wax, and sundries. and 
936,100 Ibs. tea from Shanghai, the value of which may be com- 
puted at £80,000. The Zahloo was composite built, and one of 
the finest of the China clippers. There is much regret at her loss, as 
the number of these vessels is now fast diminishing, the Ariel, 
which we noticed lately as overdue, being now finally given up. 
Such vessels cannot be built under £30 per ton, and owners 
are of course not disposed to give such prices. The value’ of 
sailing vessels has much advanced, owing to the high price of eoals, 
and consequent increased cost of working steamers. 

The Eastern Telegraph Company has published a list of “latest 
dates” of messages received during the last month from India 
China, &ec., by the direct submarine lines, via Falmouth, which 
shows that the average time occupied by messages from Calcutta 
is three hours and eighteen minutes, and from Bombay two hours 
and one minute. 

The Manchester market is extremely dull. The lull in business 
seems to be complete, and in order to make sales lower prices 
must be taken. The accounts from the Hast are such as so pre- 
clade all buying for the China market especially, and the little 
business that has been done has been chiefly for Germanyr. 

Notice is given of the admission of Mr. William Shepard Wet- 
more and Mr. John Lindsley as partners in the firm of Frazar 
and Co., of Shanghai. 

Bar Silver remains firm, and the price for a time slightly im- 
proved to 604d. per og standard, but it may now be quoted as 
60%d. Mexican Dollars remain firm at last week’s quotations. 

The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company's steamer 
Peking, which left Southampton on Thursday, was in gold—to 
Alexandria, £38,000 ; to Galle, £5,500; to Bombay, £7,000; to 
Madras, £1,136; in silver—to Singapore, £62,200; to Hong 
Kong, £50250; to Shanghai, £11,277; to Gibraltar, £5,000 ; 
total, in gold, £51,636 ; in silver, £118,727. 








BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 
The Board of Trade Returns for the month of August show a 


further important expansion in the declared value of our exports, 
which amounted to £24,557,309, against £22,291,245 in August 
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1871, being an increase of £2,336,257. Of this £1,674,081 oc- 
curred under the heads of the principal exports, but chiefly Iron 
and Steel and Woollen and Worsted goods, and £662,176 under 
those of the more miscellaneous articles, more particularly Coal, 
owing chiefly to its augmented costliness, the same remark being 
even more applicable to the excess shown by Iron. The chief 
exports in August were :—

During the eight months this year there was an increase in the 
value of the exports of £23.489.430 and of £35,523,268 over the 
corresponding periods respectively of 1871 and 1870, ax shown by 
the following figures :—1872, £167,166,636 ; 1871, £143 677,206 ; 
1870, £131,643,368. 

The entries of Tea for home use in the month were about one 
million and a quarter Ibs. heavier than in 1871, making a total 
excess of 3,343,300 lbs.; exports continued to fall off, and were 
nearly one million and a half less than last year. The imports, 
although very large, viz., fully 18,000,000 lbs., were 2,000,000 Ibs, 
less then 1871, and the stock at the end of the month exhibited 
a reduced surplus of 10,000,000 lbs. Import for the eight

Moesrs. Capel and Co.’s Circular says :—
